Flood claims its 1st valley home 

Crash victims 
were from the 
Magic Valley

RUPERT - Gordon Sproul waded 
through 3 feet of water Friday as he 

S ushed an inflatable boat toward his 
ome on the Snake River cast of 
Heybum. 

Water sploshed up and over the waders 
he and his neighbor Mike Schlund wore 
as they sloshed through water that 
reached 4 feet in some areas of his drive-, 
way. 

Sprout's 1981 double-wide manufac- 
tured home looked like a remote island 
among the river's rising waters. 

The house had been safe from the 
flood until early Friday morning. 

"The sandbags slid off and the water 
came," Sproul said. 

The Snake River's record-setting flows 
took a run at homes such as Sprout's 
Friday, pushed by another increase in 
flows from Minidoka Dam upriver. 

Mike Ecus, a Bureau of Reclamation 
hydrologist in Burley, said releases from 
Minidoka reached 42,400 cubic feet per 
second Friday, up from 41,100 cfs 
Thursday. 

Wind blctv water away from the spill- 
ways, reducing the amount to 41,900 cfs- 
late Friday afternoon. 

That reprieve come too late for Sproul. 
Pumps and sandbags were holding the 
water at bay until Friday morning, but 
the lower row of bags softened and began

Sides reach tobacco settlement 


WASHINGTON ~ In a far-rcaching 
agreement chat would cost cigarette 
makers S360 billion over 2S years, the 
tobacco industry surrendered Friday to 
unprecedented regulation that would 
strictly limit how tobacco is marketed 
and advertised in America. 

The settlement of anti-tobacco litiga- 
tion is the industry's first retreat in 
decades of bitter legal battles. In return 
for funding and-smoking programs, the 
industry won limits to legal liabilities for 
(ho health domage incurred by Us cus- 
lomcrs. 

The settlement would affect nearly

every American smokers, tobacco 
farmers, retailers who sell cigarettes, 
fans of sporting events sponsored by 
tobacco companies, taxpayers who’ve 
been footing the bill for smoking-related 
illnesses arid people used to seeing color- 
ful cigarettes nds on billboards and in 
magazines. 

Even though the compromises were 
sure to draw fire, the anu-iobacco bar- 
gainers praised the terms of the settle- 
ment.

Deficit down 40% from May last year 

WASHINGTON — Tlic strong economy lias helped reduce die fed- 
eral budget deficit 40 percent so far in fiscal 1997 compared ividi a 
year ago, a govemmem report showed Friday. 

The Treasury Department said the red ink dirotigh May totaled 
S6S.4 billion, down from S108.4 billion during the first eight monUis 
of fiscal 1996. 

• The improvement would have Ixien even better except Uiat. mili- 
tary pay, veterans’ benefits and Supplemental Security Income pay- 
ments, usually made on June 1, were paid on May 30 to avoid a 
iveekend delay. 

After liitting a record $290.4 billion in fiscal 1992, the federal 
deficit steadily declined dirough last year. The Clinton administra- 
tion has forecast a S125.6 billion deficit in the year ending Sept. 30, 
up from $107.4 billion last year. 

House panel approves overhaul package 

WASHINGTON — A House panel narrowly approved legisla- 
tion today that would create the most drastic reshaping of U.S. 
financial law.s in 60 years and tear down the barrier between 
banking and commerce. 

To cushion the impact on consumers, the measures would 
require banks, among other things, to clearly disclose whcUier 
their financial products arc fedcr^ly guaranteed and to sell them 
in a separate area. 

Tlic 28-26 vote by the House Banking Committee cut across pony 
lines. It came after 3 1/2 days of drafting work by the lawmakers, as 
lobbyists for nn array of powerful financial indusnics packed the 
committee room arid the corridors outside, llic panel sent tlic legis- 
lation to tlic full House, where prospects for passage were unclear.

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Panel at final stage of ethics revisions 


WASHINGTON (AF) — A 
bipartisan panel reuriting House 
ctiiics rules moved to its final 
stage Friday, holding a public 
hearing on proposals that Repub- 
lican leaders threatened to derail 
earlier this week. 

After operating mostly in 
secret since February, members 
of the special task force defended 
their proposals at the public pro- 
ceeding — especially tougher 
standards for congressional 
watchdog groups filing com- 
plaints against lawmakers. 

The 12-membcr panel’s goal is 
to speed up investigations and 
remove partisanship from an 
ethics sy.stcm that became bitter- 
ly political during the two-ycnr 
investigation of Hou.se Speaker 
Newt Gingrich. 

However, the speaker will now 
have major influence ‘on svhen — 
or whether — the new propo.snls 
reach the full House for a vote. 

Appearing to aim Ids comment 
at the GOP leadership during the 
hearing, ta.sk force co-chairman 
Bob Livingston, R-La., said “it 
would be sad’’ if the bipartisan 
recommendations were rejected, 

Last Wednesday, Livingston 
said he was “pulling the phig" on 
the reform effort even thoiigli the 
task force approved the proposals 
with only a single negative vole. 

The other co-chairman. Rep. 
Benjamin L. Cardin, D-Md., told 
reporters after talking with 
Livingston that Livingston was 
frustrated with the GOP leader- 
ship’s desire to scuttle the pro- 
ject. Gingrich’s spokeswoman 
later said the speaker did want to 
.slow the effort, but did so at the 
request of lawmakers unhappy 
with some of the proposals. 

Livingston, at least temporari- 
ly, revived the process so Friday’s 
hearing could take place —

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
House’s chief campaign-finance 
invesdgator was granted authori- 
ty Friday to summon witnesses 
and take sworn testimony despite 
objections by Democrats tliat he 
was waging a “political witch 
hunt." 

The House voted 216-194, most- 
ly on partisan lines, to approve 
the resolution empowering Rep. 
Dan Bunon. R-Ind., and hks staff 
investigators to conduct deposi- 
tions of witnesses without the 
concurrence of Democrats. 

Rep. Marge Roukema of New 
Jersey was the only Republican 
to vote against the resolution. 
Four Democrats broke ranks and 
voted to grant the deposition 
authority to Burton. They were 
Reps. Virgil Goode of Virginia, 
Gene Taylor of Mississippi, Ralph 
Hall of Texas and Jim Traficam 
of Ohio. 

Although he has promised to 
consult Democrats, Burton said 
the seriousness of the allegations 
that the 1996 election was tainted 
by illegal fund raising justified 
the unilateral authority he souglit 
to question at least 150 witnesses. 

“Wc arc investigating a po.ssi- 
ble massive scheme for funneling 
millions of dollars in foreign 


money into the U.S. electoral sys- 
tem” and an allegation that “the 
Chinese government at the high- 
est level dedded to infiltrate our 
political system,” Burton said. 

“We are investigating a White 
House which was a frequent stop 
for major contributors with for- 
eign tics who have now fled the 
country or taken the Fifth 
Amcridment," Burton said. 

Rep. Paul Kanjorski, D-Pa., 
said Burton’s dc-scription of the 
probe showed “this is not going 
to be an investigation to find 
fact.s; this is a political witch- 
hunt." 

■<Tlic chairman has just written 
the condusions that he intends to 
find,” Kanjorski said. 

Republicans argued that the 
authority Bunon received was no 
different ihan powers given to 
House chairmen who invc.stigat- 
cd the Iran-Contra affair, 
Korcagatc, Abscam and other 
scandals. 

But Democrats argue that such 
authority was seldom exercised 
by House chairmen, who instead 
chose (0 confer with leading 
members of the minority before 
issuing subpoenas or questioning 
mmcsscs. 

"No member of Congress, no 


American, has ever had this 
breadth of power," said Rep. 
Henry Waxman, D^Calif. “It is a 
terrible idea even if it were being 
handled responsibly. But it’s not 
'Ibc record proves it is being used 
as a raw partisan tool.” 

Waxman noted that Burton lias 
already issued 282 subpoenas 
aimed at Democrats, compared 
with 10 seeking documents from 
Republicans. 

Burton's investigators “don’t 
.seem to be out to get facts, they 
seem to be out to get Democrats,” 
said Rep.

WASHINGTON (AI») — Up to 
10,000 U.S. troops could be sta- 
tioned along the Mc.xican border 
to help Slop illegal immigration 
and drug trafficking under a 
measure approved Friday by the 
House. 

Tlje troops would be barred by 
law from making arrests and 
otlier dvil law enforcement activ- 
ities, but could help the border 
patrol and Immigration and 
Naturaliation Service in inspec- 
tions and detaining illegal aliens, 
said the sponsor of the measure, 
Rep. Jim Traficant, D-Ohio, said. 

• “If the Pentagon can send hun- 
dreds of thousands of U.S. troops 
to protect our allies, it should be 
able to spare about 10,000 mili- 
tary personnel to protect 
America,” he said. 

Tlie provision, passed 269-119, 


was an amendment to a $268 bil- 
lion authorization bill for defease 
programs now working its way 
through the House. It is not in a 
version awaiting Senate consider- 
ation. 

Under lite amendment, troops 
tvould be transferred to the bor- 
der only if the attorney general 
requested the aid and the 
Pentagon agreed to the deploy- 
ment.

U’c nil know ilnii there are churclies in 
onr nation that have no mission and are 
hurtled out lieyoml repair. Everyone 
would be better off in those cases if the 
members turned off tlie lijjlits and never 
returned. 

Titat’s because nobody paid attention to 
the barriers to ministry that can e.vist in 
any congrepaiion, says Peter Reese, a lay 
consultant to congreRaiions, 

Most churches have orBanizational bar- 
riers that prevent a conKrenation from 
pursnin/; its fnie mission, soys Reese, a 
principal presenter for an organization 
called 'I'-NHT, which emerjjed from the 
livan^eliciil Refonned Churdi in America 
and now is under private ownership. 

His workshops point out the barriers 
and tell duirch member.s how to jump 
over them, burrow under or break 
throuftb so that mission can be re-estab- 
lished.

The fir.st barrier, Reese say.s, is that 
some churches expect the pa.stor to do all 
tile work, make all the decisions and take 
all the blame. 

•Tn some churches, pastors are the 
alpha and the ome(ta of the congresa- 
tiiin." Reese .says. "The organization 
Hrinds pastors down. Eventually you will 
find the pastor has lust his nr her vision. 
Anti the pastor will he saying to him.solf 
that he once believed chat he had a call- 
ing. Hut all the administrative stuff — it's 
like tiiere are two people; an tidministra- 
lor and a pastor. I tell them to remember 
what they said yes to." 

The second harrier to healthy ministry 
is how tile ciuirdi sees its role in .society, 



If a congregation believes it lias infill- 
L-iice in .society, it will probably find a way 
to he inniientiiil. Hut if a congregation 
helteve.s it is being dwarfed by .society and 
sees itself as a wimp in :i world of cliampi- 
tins, then it will prohalily become mission- 
less. 


"Cluircli has lost prominence as a place 
you go socially, as a place you go spiritual- 
ly ami as a place of activity directed ai 
others," Ree.se says. 

"Tile people who come to our seminar 
want to redi.scover tlieir own communities. 
As leadersliip goes, many church leaders 
are Imrned out, tired and di.scouraged."' 

Wliat Reese and his organization are 
after is rejuvenaiiiig cliurclt leadership so 
tliat congiegaiions are iieing led iiy com- 
mitted people. 

"I want tliem to iiang in liiere, keep try'- 
ing to break through the harrier, until 
they can see what tlieir churcii look.s like 
when it’s working,” iic says. 

Reese, wtiu also is a small-scale farmer 
raising iiay anti hogs in New Market, 
Minn., says everyone feels overbooked 
and ovenvheimed. 


Hut that doesn't mean they can’t find 
time to he gotul churcii leaders. I’eople 
are feeling pressured to give more to the 
jol) and less to family and other pursuits. 
Wlicn it comes to choosing more time or 
more money, most people would choose 
time, Reese believes. 

T-NET International, headquartered in 
New Uim, Minn., was founded five years 
ago as a way to pump up congregations in 
tile Evangelical Reformed Church in 
America. 


iN’ow the educaiiot.al organization work.s 
with -10 denominations and has trained 
more that -bOOO church leaders. 

Congregations generally send four to 10 
leaders, including their pastors, to tlie 
two-day seminars. 

The first thing T-NET does is teach the 
leaders tt> create a mission statement 


because, Reese says, many congregations 
don’t know why they exist. 

The workshops include time for reflcc- 
lion and response. 

And church leader.s will have ample 
opportunity to plan together for their con- 
gregati(m’.s future. 

This is a critical time for evangelical 
and main-line churches. Sometimes the 
future looks dark as society more and 
more often rejects traditional religion. But 
in many cases it depends upon a congrega- 
tion's attitude. 


I’ve said many times that every leader 
in a congregation has to have a burning 
desire to be healthy and growing. If they 
don't, you can take' all the growth pro- 
grams in the world and nothing will hap- 
pen because a key negative person will 
block every attempt to get on the right 
track. •

Explosion looms large 
in story of migration

'I'WIN FALLS - Garth and Ltiura May 
Galloway of Twin Falls, both retired, 
often recall .stories of their Mormon 
ancestors; 

Of all the trials tho early Monnon pio- 
nccrs-facod, one of the biccerest must 
have been the explosion of the steam- 
boat Salnda on Good Friday, April 9, 
1852, on the Missouri River. 

According to Ensign magazine, the 
explosion took the heaviest toll in' 
human life of any siuamhoat accident to 
that date. Thu dead numbered as many 
as 200, mostly Mormons en route to the 
West. 

On April 9, 1852, 19 year-old James 
May, Laura May Galloway’s great- 
grandfather was traveling, ivith his 
father, on foot overland to Council 
Bluffs, Iowa, 

I'he group was to buy supplies for the 
long Monnon pioneer trek to Salt Lake. 
James May's mothur and family were on 
hoard tile Saluda. 

Miraculously, none of tiie family 
memhcTs wore seriou.sly injured. 

James May's close friend, Henry 
Ballard; was on the .steamboat with his 
family, too, on the day of the disaster. 
Ballard was the great-grandfaclicr of 
Apostle M. Russell Ballard, a General 
Authority of the LDS Church today and 
chairman of this year’s sesquicemennial 
in Utali. 

He and lu's family also escaped seri- 
ous injury.

Carth and Laura May Calloway had ancestors 
who traveled from fogland to tho United 
States and on to Utah and Idaho, along the 
Mormon Trail. 

AH survivors able to travel were 
offered transportation on another ship, 
and Iwili the Ballard and May families 
gladly accepted. All supplies and equip- 
ment had iK-cn lost, but many people in 
Missouri contributed generously and 
most passengers received as much as 
they had lost. 

Meanwhile, Garth Galloway's great- 
grandfather, John Godfrey, followed the 
Mormon Trail with lus family in Henry 
W. Miller’s company.

Israeli leader conversion Protestant 
compromise measure church tinii 


JERUSALEM (AP) — Prime 
Minister Benjamin Nctanyaliu 
on Wednesday gave his approval 
to a deal reached by liberal and 
.conservative Jewish movements 
that delays a controversial bill on 
conversions to Judaism. 

Leaders of the Orthodo.x, 
Reform and Consen-ativc move- 
ments agreed Tue.sday to shelve 
legislation that formalizes the 
Orthodox monopoly over conver- 
sions done in Israel. Currently, 
the state does not recognize con- 
•versions performed by non- 
Onhodox rabbis. 

. Orthodox groups, which con- 
trol libout a tliird of the scats in 
Netanyahu’s ruling coalition, 
also have sole authority over 
marriage, divorce and burial for 
Jews here. 

In a letter sent to leaders of 
Reform and Conservative move- 
ments, Netanyahu wrote that he 
"endorsed wholeheartedly" 


Tuesday’s pact. 

The so-cnllcd "conversion hill” 
passed the first of three required 
readings in parliament last 
month, enraging Jews in tlie 
United Slates, most of whom are 
non-Orthodox, 

In return for sheMng the legis- 
lation, the more liberal Reform 
and Conservative movements 
are willing to abandon a court 
battle to gain more recognition 
in Israel, said Anat Galili, a 
spokeswoman for the Reform 
movement in Israel. 

Netanyahu wrote in the letter 
that a committee of Orthodox 
and non-Orthodox leaders would 
be established this week to tr>' to 
reach a permanent agreement 
within scvcralmonths.

“There’s no oilier camp around 
bringing in the mimlier of world 
class instructors and covering as 
many events as we do," 
explained Schaal. 

The rodeo professionals are 
Chri.stian.s, bccau.se Schaal want- 
ed a camp "with po.sitivc role 
models." Schaal .said he doesn't 
know if the leens who attend are 
Cliristians or not.

Southern Baptist pastors struggle 
taking Disney boycott to flock 


church unity 
moves ahead 

MILWAUKEE (AP) — A plan 
to unify four Proiesiam denumi- 
nations after a 450-ycar rift sur- 
vived a heated debate over 
luiim>.suxuuliiy and gay clergy- on 
Wednesday as the smallest 
cliurcli became the first (o 
approve the agreement. 

Tho Reformed Church in 
America overwhelmingly urged 
"full communion" with the 5.2- 
milliun member Evangelical 
Lutheran Church of America, 
allowing joint congrcgaiion.s. 
minister exciianges ami shared 
sacraments for the first time 
since the 16th century. 

“I'his will be heard around (he 
world," said Wesley Graiibcrg- 
Micliaelson, general secretary of • 
the nearly 400,000-niembcr 
churcii. "It is a liisioric moment, 
a faiihfut $ie|i towards the unity 
that already exists in Cliri.st.’’ 

If approved, the plan would 
Iniild closer tics among nearly 10 
million Protestants. 

The rift stemmed from dis- 
agreements among leaders of tlie 
Reformation, when (he 
Protestant denominations split 
from the Roman Catholic Chiu-ch 
in the 16th century. Some dele- 
gates worried that the agrcemcni 
gave indirect support to the 
United Church of Christ’s policy 
of ordaining homosexual minis- 
ters, 

"This effectively puts the cart 
before the iiorse,” said delegate 
Dill McKay, of Woodstock, 
Ontario, who voted against the 
agreement. 

Granbcrg-Michaclson reas- 
sured delegates that Reformed 
Church beliefs would not i>c com- 
promised. He said the Issue of 
homosexuality and gay clergy 
was separated from the unity 
plan. 

The Evangelical Lutheran 
Cliurch, thc'l.S-miilion member 
United Church of Clirist and the 
2!7-niillion member-Presbyterian 
Church USA will vote on the 
unity plan this summer. 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
Southern Baptist pastors are 
headed to their pulpits Sunday 
|)crplexed over how to prctich tlie 
anti-Disney gospel, convinced 
Disney deserves condemnation 
yet concerned a boycott won’t 
work. 

“I’ve got folks at my church 
that work for Disney stores liere 
in the mail, lliat’s going to pose a 
difficult problem,” Pastor Ray 
Ivey of the Cherokee Hills 
Baptist Church in Oklahoma City 
'said Friday. He doesn't plan on 
tiddressing the boycott this week- 
end, but he iiuglu in a future ser- 

The Rev. Mack Thompson, pas- 
tor of (he Ridge Road Baptist 
Church in Raleigh, S.C.. says ho 
won’t mention the boycott in his 
Sunday sermon. “Basically, wc 
ignore those sorts of things,” 
Thompson said. “Most of the 
Baptist pastors I’ve talked to liere 
arc not paying attention to it. 
There are cen,ninly some moral 
issues that need to lie addre.'t.sed. 
but I don’t think (bis is the way to 
do it. h sends a bad message to a 
company that has done a lot of 
geiod things for families.” 

The Southern Baptist 
Convention voted Wednesday to 
boycott Disney and all of its suii- 
sidiarics — including TV net- 
works. theme parks and maga- 
zines. Ihe Ixm came after Disney 
extended lienefits to partners of 
gay and lesbian employees and 
because the studio sometimes 
markets violent and sexually ori- 
ented films. 

Mike Gray, pastor of the 
Southeast Baptist Ciiurdi of Salt 
Lake City, said he plans to read 
the boycott resolution from the 
pulpit on Sunday “but with the 
understanding that Southern 
Baptist churchc.s arc each 
autonomous." 

Whether the church’s 1,000 


members comply with tlie Disney 
biiycoit is a personal decision, he 
said. 

“We’re not trying to declare a 
new sin for Bapiisus," Gray said. 

As for Gray and his own family, 
the pa.stor .said, they will try to 
comply willi the boycott. But he 
acknowledged that may he diffi- 
cult. "Some of our favorite shows 
are on ABC," he said. 

William Furr, minister of 
Trinity Baptist Cluircli in 
Raleigh, N.C.. lias 2.200 mem- 
bers. Furr himself will ignore the 
boycott. 

“People can make up their own 
minds,” Furr .said. “My own feel- 
ing is it ivas not a very wise iJeci- 
.sion by the conveniion. Tliey 
.spotlighted one area that Disney 
participated in whicii is basically 
out of keeping wiili Biblical 
helief.s, c.spousing homosexuality. 

"But look at all the hundreds of 
good things that Disney does to 
promote family values by Iiaving 
the types of programming they 
do have,” Furr said. 

“A convention of 12,000 people 
repre.sents such a small portion of 
the Southern Baptist Church that 
it could not possibly represent 
what all Southern Baptists 
think," said Jim Barnett, pastor 
of First Baptist Church, in 
Hilliard. Oliio. He has no plans to 
discuss the boycott with his con- 
gregation. 

Pa.stor Steve Sheldon of 
Uii.xmont Baptist Churcli in 
Hatboro, Pa., .started discu.ssing 
tho resolution with his parish- 
ioners Wednesday night but will 
not lead a church boycott. 

"We’re sharing tiie information 
from the resolution and also 
information concerning Disney 
and tlien letting members decide 
how much of the boycott they 
want to suppon," Sheldon said. 

Several pastor.s support tho 
boycott wholehcnnedly — includ- 


ing llie leader of a churdi in Walt 
Disney’s hometown of Marcelifie, 
Mo, 

“Walt Disney, typically a fami- 
ly organization, is wrong in its 
actions," said llie Rev. Delmar 
"Gene” McCollum of Maiceliiie’s 
First Baptist Church. 

"Soinelimes people’s strings 
can only be loucheii by money. I 
.support the boycott, not out of 
hate, but out of a sense of right 
and wrong." 

The Rev. James Siilietis, jiastor 
at Miignolia Springs H.ipiist 
Cluircli on the Alabama coast, 
will focus on tile Ten 
Commandments, hut will tilso 
encourage iris cimgregatioii of 
more than 400 "not to go to 
Disney." 

Senior Pastor Glenn Rogers of 
Tri-Cities Baptist Churdi in Gray, 
Tenn.. said he'll take the anti- 
Disney mos.sage to iris congrega- 
tion Sunday. 

Rogers said his son would like 
to have some Disney products, 
but with the boycott he will look 
for other ways to ententrin diil- 
dren, “He’s not going to he 
deprived," he said, 

As for the hoycott, "I'm not 
making n campaign of it. I'm not 
out to gel Disney. I’m ilisappuiiti- 
ed with some of their policies." 

Many pastors are taking the 
middle ground, 

"We have the economic right 
to support tli'em or not siipimrt 
them, and ihat’.s what 1 will tell"

said the Rev. Jerrj’ Prevo of llie 
Ancliorage Baptist Temple. 

“I am not in a position of say- 
ing to our church, T-et's boycott.’

Archaeologists: Joshua never took Jerico 


ROME (AP) — No ash. No nil> 
ble. No fallen walls of Jericho. 

In fact, two Italian arcliaeolo- 
gists said, a monthlong dig rumed 
up no evidence to support the 
biblical story that the ancient 
West Bank city was taken over by 
the Israelite commander Joshua. 

According to the Old 
Testament, Joshua and his troops 
stormed the city around 1400 B.C. 
The Bible says the walls of 
Jericho tumbled down after 


Joshua’s priests circled them, 
blowing tnunpets, for seven days. 

But two University of Rome 
archaeologists said their dig this 
spring at Jericho, 10 miles cast of 
Jerusalem, found no layer of rub- 
ble and ash or other evidence 
that the city was sacked during 
the time of Joshua. ] 

As for the wallsj^renzo Nigro 
and Nicolo-Miimietti believe 
them to be intact, based on the 
section thcy'have excavated.

Land, wth the battle of Jericho a 
key moment in the campaign. 

Tjie Palestinian envoy to Italy, 
Nemer Hammad, said he hoped 
the expedition's findings would 
not have negative political reper- 
cussions.

In 
response to pressure from the 
Cbrisiian Coalition and others who 
believe Bible study could raise 
moral stimdards, improve behavior 
imd reduce delinquency in scIkkiLs, 
the Bible is making a comeback 
from Charlotte, N.C.. to Des 
Moines to Ramona, Calif. But the 
mini-trend is dragging controversy 
in its wake. 

Barry W. Lynn, e.\ecutive direc- 
tor of Americans United for the 
Separation of Church and State, 
contends boosters of Bible classes 
“are not intcre.sted in reforming 
public schooLs, or in making them 
Iwitcr. lliey see this a.s n temiwrary' 
fi.x. Tliese groups in fact hale the 
public sduMils. ‘Ilieir ultimate goat 
is for .students to go to religious 
schools, or to be home-scliooled," 

Lynn, a lawyer who also is a mui- 
i.ster of tlie United Church of 
Cluisi, sjiid, “'1110 Bible isn't iii.sio- 
ry. Nobody believes it accurately 
reports world hisioiy. It doesn’t 
even acknowledge a world oiii.side 
llic Middle East, wliere it takes 
place.”

Religious entertainers aim 
to promote family values

HOLLYWOOD — The recent 
protest hy the Christian Right 
over the lesbian plotline in the 
ABC sitcom “Ellen” pointed out a 
longstanding, uneasy rehiiionship 
between the entertainment 
industry and the religious com- 
mimiiy. 

In a bygone era, the Catholic 
Church’s Legion of Decency 
w ielded considerable posver in 
pressuring the motion picture 
indostty- to alter scenes deemed 
objectionable. Films that the 
Church felt were immoral often 
faced an outright lx>ycott. 

That type of influence by the 
religious community has waned 
since (he 1960s, but the con- 
fromation continues. Pro-family 
groups have targeted a grosving 
list of sIkiws for advertising boy- 
cotts. as was the case with 
“Ellen.” 

Yet in the midst of this so- 
called ciiltuMl wiir is a corps of 
unofficial "moles" — religious 
people in the film and 7'V indus- 
try who are working quietly 
behind the scenes, bending a 
writer’s ear about an obscene 
word here or persutiding a direc- 
tor to soften a violent scene 
tliere. 

In an ituhistiy where religion is 
often viewed as a liability, these 
actors, writers, directors, phoiog- 
raphcr.s and producers are band- 
ing together in support groups, 
encouraging one another to 
express their values in their 
work. 

For instance. 40 percent of the 
films released last yetir were fam- 
ily-oriented, compared with 6 
percent in 1985. according to 
Movie Guide, a newsletter that 
collects data on the film industry 
for a readership mainly com- 
posed of Cluistian parents. The.se 
films included “Harriet, the 
Spy," "The Preacher’s Wife” and 
“Space Jam." - 
'Twelve years agn, there was 
one openly Christian executive 
producer in TV, again according 
to Movie Guide. Today, says the 
newsletter, there are 23. The list 
includes David McFadzean of 
"Home Improvement," Michael 
Warren of “Family Matters" and 
Peter Engel of "Sax'ed By tlie 
Bell." 

And, according to the Parents 
Television Council, a watchdog 
group, Hollywood in 1996 por- 
trayed more TV characters with 
religious faith than ever before. 
The audience for so-called “spiri- 
tual values" on the small .screen 
is perhaps best ev-idenced hy (he 
success of “Touched By an 
Angel,” a CBS slum- that consis- 
tently ranks in the top 10. 

Opinions abound among reli- 
gious groups on how best to get 
the message acro.ss. 

Croups that launch boycotts 
"will not gel annvhere l>y preach- 
ing hell and damnation," says 
Robert Mauley, who in 1992 
founded Eniertaiiiinem' 
l-eliowship, a 2,000-mcmber ecu- 
menical group that promotes 
Jiidco-Christian values in (he 
industry*. 

Tlie FeUmwhip is typical of the 
religious support groups that 
have multiplied dramatically in 
Hollywood during the last dozen 
years. The numhvr has grown 
from two to 19, says the Movie 
Guide.

Ray Preziosi. a photography

Preziosi, 43, recently dehated 
with him.self wlieiher lo accept 
an invitation from a critically 
acclaimed director who is known 
for his depictions of violence and 
casual sex.

Longstanding complaints about 
the increasing content dealing 
with sex and violence in televi- 
sion siiows has prompted the vol- 


untary introduction of a ratings 
system, similar to the one used 
for films, de.signed to protect chil- 
dren. But die ratings system has 
spawned still more objections 
from parents, who say it fails to 
provide specifics of a .show’s con- 
tent. 

The Rev. Jerry Falwell, a fun- 
damcntali.si minkster who led the 
now-dcfiinct Moral Majority, 
spoke out against the recent 
“Ellen" episode in which lead 
character Ellen Morgan 
revealed she is a lc.sbian, derogii- 
torily referring to the sliow'.s 
star, Ellen DeGunercs, as Ellen 
DcGcncratc. 

He was Joined by the American 
Family A.ssociation, a Tupelo, 
Mississippi-based organization 
that launched a boycott of (he 
.show's advertisers. 

Ralph Sariego, a longtime pro- 
duction executive who retired 
from Universal Studios, has cho- 
sen to accentuate the po.sitive hy 
presenting awards to productions 
that highlight values he sees as 
positive, As a result, Sariego. 
president of Catholics in Media 
Association, has been asked by 
Sicvcii Spielberg’s DreamWorks 
SKG to offer feedback at a pre- 
screening of its soon-tn-be- 
released film on the life of 
Moses.

I Some G.OOO miners, ma.ssed in tliis mining to\«i 160 miles north- 
west of Bucharest, cheered the announcement from their leader 
Romeo Bcja and hoarded buses homo. 

The strike wa.s one of the tmigliest challenges yet against the 
reformist governmem of Victor Ciorbeu, which took office six 
months ago. The miners, who had demanded a -15 percent pay rise 
and better treatment for their former leader Miron Cozmn, who is 
jailed. 

Oil shortage looms in top exporter nation 

LAGOS, Nigeria — Tlie sircct.s of Lagos were clogged with com- 
muters walking to work Friday because of a fuel shortage in one 
of the world's largest oil e.xporters. 

Nigeria has been unable to refine its own crude because its four 
refineries are in need of repair. With its ministers figliiing among 
themselves, the government has been slow to respond to the crisis. 

Finance Minister Antiiony Ani says that S200 million ear- 
marked to repair the oil refineries was misused, hut Petroleum 
Minister Dan Eicic lias denied the charges.

Now, some in Hong Kong fear 
the lively, often raucous 
exchange will end after China 
resumes control of the colony 
July 1, leaving Hong Kong peo- 
ple, like their mainland neigh- 
bors, unable to speak their minds

Leung, co-host of “Talkabout” 
on government-owned Radio 
Television Hong Kong, says that 
in the 1980s “it took guts for 
mainland people even to listen to

KOSWELL, N.M. _(AP) — In 
Koswiill, fs’ew Mexico, locals 
cloti'i argue ns much these days 
aboui whether a space ship 
crashed SO years ago in the wide- 
open spaces northwest of lotsu. 

ITie dispute now is over where 
it came down. 

"I've never seen so many peo- 
ple battling about what landed 
where." said John Urower, a con- 
cert promoter who is organizing 
camping and concerts at one of 
the purported sites during next 
miinth's golden anniversary of 
the alleged crasii. 

Depending on who is telling 
the story, the crash site could be 
a much near Corona, or 
another ranch that is closer to 
Uoswell and just off of U.S. 285.

Ch(rizozo. And then there’s the 
coirTbotion that flying saucer 
debris rained down in several 
places northwest of Roswell in 
July 19-I7, 

Alihoiigb these and other qiie.s- 
tions— including whether there 
ever was a space ship — remain 
imanswered. this soutiieasicrn 
New .Mexico community is plan- 
ning a huge party for July 1-6, It’s 
a festival to celebrate the 50th 
aniiivcr.sary of the somewhat 
ambiguous event described these 
days IIS ’"nic Roswell Incident.”

but one that had been launched 

UFO probe 
in Arizona 
only a joke 

PHOENIX (AP) — An investi- 
gation into a UFO sighting over 
Phoenix? 

Surely Gov, Fife Symington 
couldn’t be serious. 

z\n aide said yes, die governor, 
a Star Trek buff, was sincere 
when lie ordered a state Investi- 
gation Thursday into a strange, 
boomerang-shaped light forma- 
tion reported over Phoenix on 
March 13. 

but .several hours later, 
Symington said it was all a joke. 

“This just goes to show you 
guys are entirely too serious,” 
Symington said while his aides 
laughed heartily. 

The governor called reponers 
to his office for a second hews 
.conference to announce “impor- 
tant leads" in the case. 

With Department of Public 
Safety officers beside him, 
Symington said there had been a 
break in the case and that the 
source of the lights had been 
found. Then chief of staff Jay 
Heiler entered the room in a glit- 
tery, pink-and-silver space alien 
costume. 

Symington, a Republican, had 
announced the probe during a 
break in his fraud trial. His 
announcement followed reports 
in tlie nniional media over the 
past few days that included 
footage of the ligliis. 

"Obviously it wasn’t an 
America West airliner or .some- 
thing like that,” Symington said 
in the earlier news conference. 
“The video that I saw a quick- 
glimpse of was intriguing, so I’m 
going 10 order a full, you know, 
investigation." 

On March 13, residents of the 
Phoenix area deluged police, the 
governor’s office and other 
authorities with calls about the 
bright lights. The Federal 
Aviation Administration report- 
ed nothing unusual that niglit. 

But Symington said it was 
important to give people an 
answer, especially because near- 
ly 50 years ago, some say on alien 
spacecraft crashed in Roswell, 
N.M. 

. "(This is) different from 
Rossvell. We’ll get to the bot- 
tom of it and clear it up here.so 
that everybody will know exact- 
ly what ' happened over 
Arizona."

Numerous eyewitnesses, iiow- 
ever, have come forward to tell 
what they saw or heard — often 


contradicting the official expla- 
nations. 

The report of a UPO crash on 
Mac Brazcl’s rancii, about 75 
miles northwest of Roswell near 
the village of Corona, was pub- 


lished around the world on July 
8. 1947. 

Brazcl, who died in 1967, 
reportedly found a crumpled 
mess of peculiar metal on his 
ranch early one morning and con- 
tacted his local sheriff. 

The sheriff called Maj. Jesse 
Marcel at the Roswell Anny Air 
Field. 

Led by Brazcl, a group of mili- 
tary personnel went to the site. 
According to some accounts, sev- 
eral large pieces of unusual 
metal were recovered along with 
the corpses of four or five aliens, 

Two days later, besieged by 
calls and visitors, Brazcl told 
reporters he wished he had never 
spoken up. 

"I am sure what I found was 
not any wcatlier observation bal- 
loon," he told the Roswell Daily 
Record. "But if I find anything 
else besides a bomb they arc 
going to have a hard time get- 
ting me to say anything about 
it." 

But Frank Kaufmann and oth- 
ers who were stationed at the 
Roswell ba.se say they were dis- 
patched to a different site, after 
witnesses reported seeing a 
flame going down and a glow. . 


When they got there, 
Kaufmann says they found a 
crashed flying saucer and five 
dead aliens. 

“One was thrown out, it was 
up against the arroyo, one was 
half-in, half-out, and the other 
three were inside,” says 
Kaufmann, 80, a retired govern- 
ment intelligence agent who 
lives in RosweU. 

Rancher Miller "Hub" Corn 
owns that land now, about 30 
miles northwest of Roswell. He 
has taken about 1,000 people on 
$15 per person tours of the area 
in the past year. 

*^hese days, the only unusual 
things at the site ore three round 
• holcs^rillcd into a small cliff. 
Corn says they were cither 
caused by the crash or drilled by 
the Army. 

Com, 36, says his family stum- 
bled, inadvertently, into the UFO 
craze. 

“My Daddy bought this land in 
1976. He didn’t know nothing 
about a crash site here,’’ he says. 

Although Corn has turned it 
into a somewhat profitable 
endeavor, he says he’s not sure 
it’s all that great to own a crash 


"I don’t know if it’s the luck of 
the draw or the curse of the 
draw," he says. 

In May 1996, a book was 
released presenting yet another 
site. The occount, ^cgcdly cold 
by truck driver Jim Ragsdale to 
his daughter Judy Ragsdale Lott 
as he was dying in 1994, places a 
crashed UFO near Carrizozo, 
obout 53 miles northwest of 
Roswell, north of the Capitan 
Mountains along Pine Lodge 
Road. 

“We-were lying in the back of 
my pickup truck, buck naked, 
drinking beer, and having a good 
ol’ time when all hell broke 
loose,” the book quotes Ragsdale 
os telling his doubter. 

"From the northwest there wa.s 
a big flash, an intense bright 
explosion, and then shortly 
thereafter, with a noise like 
thunder, this thing came plowing 
through the frees, sJiearing off 
'he tops, and then stopped 
between two huge rocks. It was 
propped up against one rock. It 
was about 20 feet around. As it 
was approaching, huge streams 
like fire were coming out from 
behind. After the impact, 
silence," he said.

TWIN FALLS — When Federation 
Point was first developed almost 50 years 
ago, it was a popular vantage point and 
lookout over the Snake River Canyon, 
not to mention a popular “lovers lane" 
for couples. 

In recent years, however, a plaque and 
portions of the area's rock wall were 
destroyed, and broken glass, cigarette 
butts and overgroivn weeds dominated 
the site. 

The historic point got a blast back to 
the past this week when Windermere 
Real Estate teamed with the Twin Falls 
Higliway Distria to restore the liistorical 
lookout as part of die company’s commu- 
nity project day througliout the North- 
west. 

Federation Point, located north of Pole 
Line Road on Washington Street Nortli,

Senator Craig heats up 
debate onjglobal warming

WASHINGTON - Sen. Larry 
Craig wants President Clinton to 
give ^obal warming issues a cool 
reception at next week’s U.N. 
conference in N<nv Yorlc 
Craig - Q self-proclaimed disbe- 
liever in the Greenhouse ^fcct - 
fears President Clinton will force 
U.S. businesses to lower emis- 
sions of manmade pollutants 
through a renegotiated interna- 
tional treaty- 

*T don’t trust this administra- 
tion,” said Craig, who said 
Clinton has already ’’moved 
towards a mandatory treaty." 

"I think they are thinking more 
politically and not scientifically,’’ 
he said. “We still don’t know that 
global warming is in fact caused 
' by greenhouse gases or is in fact 
a natural occurrence.” 

The United Nations’ upcoming 
“Rio Plus Five” conference aims 
to piuge the suaxss of the 1992 
Earn Summit in Rio dc Janeiro, 
where former President Bush 
opted ro make U.S. emissions 
reductions “voluntary." 

Although no treaty will be 
signed at “Rio Plus Five,” Craig 
believes Clinton will use the U.N. 
conference to reverse Bush’s 
stand and set the stage to sign a 
binding international agreement 
at a December summit in Japan. 
The details of Clinton's position, 


however, rc- 
main ambigu- 
Py ous. 

Craig joined 
K l^°bcrt 

this week to 
warn Clinton 
thot the Senate 
would not rati- 
fy a binding 
Lany Craig treaty. Such an 

agreement, 
they say, could devastate U.S. 
businesses. 

“Everyone is concerned about 
the environment,” said Craig. 
“But we must not sacrifice the 
U.S.’ competitive edge.” 

But many enviroruncmalists say 
global wanning poses a serious 
threat to the environment and the 
economy. Burning co^ oil and gas 
releases carbon dioxide and othcr 
pollutams that craps the Eanh’s 
heat like a grecnhuu.--u. Tiie grad- 
ual rise in the Earth's tempera- 
ture, they say, could lead to wide- 
spread flooding and ecological 
catastrophe. 

“The senator doesn’t fully 
appreciate the human inilucncc 
on the environment,” said Bob 
Wat.son, senior scientific adviser 
at the Intergovernmental Panel 
on Climate Change. “Because of 
human activities, carbon dioxide 
levels have increased 25 to 30 
percent in the past 100 years." 

IPCC scientists project thot by 


the year 2000 the United States 
will be more than IS percent 
over the targeted emission levels 
agreed to in Rio. They report die 
United States produces a quarter 
of the world's damaging emis- 


Further, many academics 
argue Craig is exaggerating the 
effects a binding treaty would 
have on U.S. businesses. 

. “We are not talking about 
destroying the economy to deal 
with this problem," said John 
Holdrcn, professor at the 
Kennedy School of Government, 
in a press conference 
Wednesday. “The economic con- 
sequences arc overrated, many of 
die measures will save money." 

Dan Becker, director of the 
Global Warming and Energy 
Program at die Sierra Club, said, 
“Steps to curb global warming 
will save energy, cut pollution 
and reduce our reliance on 
OPEC’s oil." 

Althougli Craig said more than 
half of the Senate opposes a bind- 
ing treaty, he acknowledged 
Clinton would likely ignore 
Senate dissent. 

But Sarah Binder, an analyst 
with the Brookings Institute, con- 
tends Senate opposition may 
pose a significant obstacle for the 
Clinton administration. 

"It constrains (the administra- 
tion’s) ability to speak freely 
about U.S. intentions,” she said. 


Brother arrested in Ohio shootout 


denies he’s a white supremacist 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — One 
of the nro brothers who avoided 
capture for four months following 
a ^ootoui with Ohio police denies 
he is a white supremacist or a 
member of the Ai^ Nations. 

In a telephone interview with 
The Columbus Dispatch from the 
county jail in Salt Lake City, 
Chevic Kchoe did acknowledge he 
once attended an Aryan Nations 
meeting in Hayden Lake, Idaho. 

“To honest ... Fm not happy 
at milhia meetings or nnti-govern- 
_ ment meetings,” Kehoe told the 
Dispatch for a copyright story pub- 
lished Friday. 

Authorities in ^Vashington state, 
where the brothers are from, have 
said Chcvic and liis second wife 
were married at the Aryan 
Nations oimpound. 

Meanwhile, Ctu^c Kchoe told 
a Spokane, Wash., television sta- 
tion on Friday that law enforce- 
ment officers fired first during one 


infamous shootout captured on 
videotape. 

Kchoe told KH(J-TV that an offi- 
cer fired twice towards liim when 
the officer approached the 
Kehoes’ vehicle. 

“He misses me both times,” 
Cheyne Kchoe said. “I jump out of 
the vehicle. 

"I see him coming around the 
comer, firing at me,” Kchoe said. 
“I fire t\ro sliots at him and I ruit" 

Kchoe said he turned lumsclf in 
Monday in Colville, Wash, because 
he was concerned about the safety 
of his wife and chil± 

He also a^nowlcdgcd during 
the inicrvi^ that he turned liis 
brother in, RTO reported, but tlie 
station did nbt-difoadcast that 
e.xcerpt. 

The full interview is to be broad- 
cast on “America’s Most Wanted” 
on Saturday night. Cheyne Kehoe 
is in the Spokane County Jail 
awaiting extradition to Ohio. 


The Kchoe brothers have been 
reported to share interests in 
firearms, survivolist activities and 
anti-government and militia 
philosophies. 

Chevie Kchoe tvas captured in 
Cedar City, Utali, on Tui^ay, one 
day after his brother surrendered 
in their old hometown. 

Chevie Kehoe said he knew it 
was over as soon as he pulled up to 
a feed store in Cedar City- He said 
he could tell by die numter of cars 
that FBI agents were waiting for 
him. He did not resist as agents 
grabbed liim and put handcuffs on 
Itim. 

Kchoe had gone to town with 
farmer Rodney Leavitt, who had 
taken in the brothers and their 
families and didn’t know they 
were fugitives until the FBI con- 
taaed him this week. 

"The gentleman with me was 
like a grtmdfather to me,” Chevie 
Kchoe said of Leavitt

Duncan said he didn't know 
if the delay in medical aid 
might have played a riile in 
Hernandez’s death.

Ruling expands right to use celebrity clips 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) ■ 
Ruling in a dispute over Fred 
Astaire film clips, a federal 
appeals court on Friday broad- 
ened filmmakers’ right to use 
•footage of dead celebrities in pro- 
motions. 

The 9ih U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals said a scries of how-to- 
dance videos, issued in the 
name of a school chat legally 
used Astaire’s name, could 
begin with clips of Astaire danc- 
. ing in the movies “Second 


Chorus” and “Royal Wedding” 
Without the consent of his 
widow. 

While California law forbids 
the use of celebrity film clips or 
photographs to promote a com- 
merciS produa witliout consent, 
it makes an exception for films 
and similar materiaLs such as die 
dance school videos, the court 
said in a 2-1 ruling. 

The ruling ovemimed a feder- 
al judge’s decision diat die films 
violated Robyn zVstaire’s right to 


make commercial use of the 
name and image of her hu,sband, 
who died in 1987. 

The case attracted written 
arguments from CBS, NBC,’ Fox 
and Warner Brotiicrs on tiie 
video company’s behalf, and 
from the Screen Actors Guild in 
support of Mrs. Astaire. 

George Hedges, the attorney 
for Best Film &. Video Corp,, said 
the ruling increases access to 
material in the public domain, 
like the Astaire film clips.

HELENA, Mont. (AP) — 
Montana Gov. Marc Racicot 
wants long-term management 
of Yellowstone National Park 
bison to combine brucellosis 
testing, slaughter, vaccination 
and some public hunting. 

His proposal would require 
some sacrifice by both wildlife 
advocates and the beef indus- 
try, lull not by snowmobilcrs 
who use cleared park parks 
that have been blamed for 
iiclpiiig bison migrate out of 
the park. 

Officials are currently 
reviewing alternative long- 
range management schemes in 


the wake of controversy sur- 
rounding last winter’s handling 
of park bison. 

State and federal workers 
killed or siiippcd to slaughter 
more than I,10U animals that 
wandered out of Yellowstone 
last winter in search of food. 
Some carry brucellosis, which 
causes cows to abort their 
calves. 

Some parts of Racicot’s pro- 
posal are still being developed, 
but the plan would .->ei up a 
facility to capture and test bison 
for brucellosis inside tiie park 
as well as at an existing facility 
near Gardiner. Those exposed 


to tile disease would be killeil, 
and the others would be freed. 

Once an effective vaccine !•, 
developed, Radcoi proposes, 
bison that test positive could 
be vaccinated and released. 

Among other provisions, a 
‘■fair ciiase” hunt would be set 
up in 'the F.agle Creek-Bear ^ 
Creek area northeast of ^ 
Gardiner and on public land 
near West Yellowstone if the 
Montana legislature approved. 

Bison would be free in roam 
there without regard to tiieir 
brucellosis status as has been 
the case under a temporary 
management plan. .

In Nebraska, ho took a day off 
to ride on a cattle drive. In 
iMissouri, hi.s horse wont lame, so 
Rauch took a job on a daio’ itncil 
George was bettor. 

Stopping at schools, diis enter- 
taining traveler fields questions 
from mobs of children. 

“The kids come out,” he said.

Getting started 

: As a lifelong outdoorsman in 
the East, Rauch worked us a 
backpacking, rock climbing and 
rafting guide. And as a history 
buff of the 18th-century moun- 
tain man, he became an expen in 
survival skills and hunting with 
black powder guns. In Utah, his 
hunting friends introduced him 
to riding and packing horses. 

Finally, after years of talking 
about it, Rauch took tlie leap and 
hit the backroads of America in a 
saddle. 

George, a thoroughbred-quar- 
ter horse cross, was a money-win- 
ning barrel racer that became 
crazy from loo much competition. 
Rauch picked up the big gelding, 
now age 10, os a pack horse. But 
when his riding horse gave out. 


Rauch promoted his race horse 
and bouglit a pack mule. 

But die mule kept swinging out 
into traffic to see what was com- 
ing. So Raudi sold the mule, cm 
his total load weight'- including 
rider - to 270 pounds, and put it 
all on one horse. 

“George is able to keep up 
with it,” he said. “He's not fast 
and not smooth on the trot, but 
he’s steady and smart.” 

On a typical travel day, Rauch 
travels - walking and riding - 
from 7 a.m. to early afternoon, 
then, after a rest, continues from 
3 p.m. until dark. Sometimes 
local people ride along or join the 
man and horse in comp at night. 

“In Kentucky, n lady rode with 
us," Rauch said. “She was barc< 
foot. She supposedly was showing 
us a sliortcut, but I think it was a 
longcut.” 

This kind of travel won’t be 
possible forever, he said. 
Already, detouring around popu- 
lated areas is a problem.

LOS ANGELES — Arid Cali- 
fornia, wliich confronts the threat 
of wildfires every summer in its 
densely populated brush lands, is 
bracing for a particularly devas- 
tating fire season this year 
because of next-to-no rain in 
recent months along with unusu- 
ally abundant and drier than 
usual bru-sli growtli. 

Paradoxically, the disaster- 
prone state also is faced with 
long-range predictions of rain- 
storms next winter that could 
rival the worst storms in die l,xst 
half century. The fire and rain- 
storm combination enhances the 
likelihood of dangerous mud- 
slides later in the year because of 
the expected bum-off of vegeta- 
tion that stabilizes .surface soil. 

In some areas of Southern Cali- 
fornia, the grass and brush 
growih that provides a ladder for 
flames to reacii trees and rooftops 
of houses is 50 to 60 percent drier 
than usual for this time of year 
because of a lack of appreciable 
rainfall in the first three months 
of the year, Capt. Stephen Valen- 
zuela of the Los /Vngclcs County 
Fire Depanment said. 

“It has been three years since 
w e had anyxvhere near as dry veg- 
etation as this. Hie abundance of 
fuel is of great concern to us,” 
Valenzuela said. Grass and btusii 
growth u.sually reaches dangerous 
heights in the second year after 
major rainfalls, and 1996 was 
marked by a particularly tvet win- 
ter, he noted. 

Alxmt 12 1/2 inches of rain has 
faUen in tlie Los Angeles area so 
far this ye,-ir, which is only about 


1 1/2 inches below normal. But 
the rains came early in the year 
and quickly dropped off to almost 
no precipitation after spurring 
the growih of bm.sh and gras.s. 

Karen Terrill, spokestvoman for 
the California Department of 
Forestry, said that February, 
March and April m/uked the dri- 
est ihrcc-montli period since 
18-19, resulting in an unusually 
early start to the fire .season. 

Since January, firefighters 
across tiic state have battled 
2,330 Imishfircs, compared with a 
five-year average of 1,614 such 
fires by this time of the year; 
Terrill said. Most of the fires this 
year have been unspectacular, 
rc-sulting in little or no structural 
damage, .she said. 

It is in the early fall when out- 
breaks of wildfires often are 
whipped by hot, dry Santa Ana 
wind.s from the desert regions 
west of here and also by “sun- 
downer” winds caused by the 
cooling of Eartlt’s surface as niglit 
falls. "Wind is the firefighter’s 
worst enemy, and down-slope 
winds can be especially trouble- 
some,” Terrill said, referring to 
the coastal and inland mountain 
ranges tliat overlook some of the 
most fire-prone areas of the state. 

The forestry department has 
intensified its public awareness 
program this year, urging home- 
owners to dear brush to a mini- 
mum 30 feci around their houses 
and 100 feet on slopes because 
fires burn more quickly uphill. 
Tile department also is conduct- 
ing controlled burns in at least 
40,000 areas to create fire breaks 
around homes in advance of the 
sea.son.

a-kind find, which is changing 
scientists’ theories of when 
meat-eating, egg-laying 
dinosaurs first appeared.

Spencer Lucas, a paleontolo- 
gist at the New Mexico mu-seum, 
said the oldest meat-eating 
dinosaur egg previously found 
in North America came from the 
Cretaceous period, about 70 mil- 
lion years ago. 

"If it’s from the Jura.ssic, then 


it’s definitely a first, so then it’s 
veo’ important. Ii provides some 
tantalizing ideas.” said Kenneth 
Carpenter, a paleontologist at 
the Denver Museum of Natural 
History. 

He said more evidence of 
tfienipod egg-laying needs to be 
found from the Jurassic Period. 
Most fossilized eggshells are 
from the late Cretaceous Period 
and are found in Mongolia and 
China, he said. 

J'ossilized egg-sheJJ.s arc rare 
in the Southwest because the 
region was very wet during tlie 
time of the dinosaurs, ami eggs 
usually don’t fossilize in sucli an 
environment. 

David’s discovery now has sci- 
entists thinking that meat-eating 
dinosaurs laid eggs much earlier 
than previously thought, Ms. 
Bray said. Maybe even 170 mil- 
lion years ago. 

“\Ve just haven’t found the 
evidence yet," site said,

Those are the keys 
to pro rodeo success

JERO.ME - For the handful of high 
school rodeo hands at this year’s state 
finals who will cvenutaJly test their met- 
tle in the pro ranks, the challenges are 
just beginning. 

Long stretches of time on the road, 
injuries, financial and emotional stress 
are some of the things that make the 
modern-day rodeo cowboy's life a hard 
one, say those who have been there. 

Several of those cowboys, some of 
them former world champions, were at a 
Christian rodeo camp in Jerome recent- 
ly, and they talked about what it takes 
to make it in rodeo's big leagues. 

“You’ve got to dedicate yourself - a 
lot of miles, a lot of traveling,” sjtid Dev 
Coponhaver, 1955 and r ”56 world cham- 
pion, saddle hronc rid< r. “You were 
never too tired to get up on the broncs, 
just haled to get up out of bed to climb 
in that airplane, you know.” 

Copenhaver remembers riding in a 
180 Cessna airplane, criss-crossing the 
country from rodeo to rodeo because the 
plane’s owner charged less than ilic cost 
to drive. 

“We’d go home once in a tvhile when 
we had a couple days off. then Paul’d 
come pick us up again,” Copenhaver said. 

Making time for family, faith and 
physical fitness jtre all keys to a success- 
ful life, both in rodeo and out, the cow- 
boys agreed. 

“There's certain things how nowjtdays 
the world tries to separate us from our 
families and I think PRCA wilt, if we let 
it, cause we're in too fast a pace," said 


I*aul Tierney, 1980 world champion all- 
around cowboy. “We c.m't take the lime 
for the family, 'cause wc'rc in too hig a 
Inirry and we just have to figure out how 
to stay with oiir families more when 
we’re rodeoing.” 

Copenhaver said his fir.st marriage 
cracked under the strain of the road. 

"Back in those days, I was married to 
my first wife, and I didn’t see her or my 
kids very much. I was on the road a lot.” 
Ijc said. “In fact, my first m;»rriage went 
on the rocks ‘cause I was gone so much.” 

Spending hours on buses, in pickup 
trucks or on airplanes doesn’t leave 
much lime to stay in shape or eat riglil. 


but expert rodeo hands .say physical fit- 
ness is essential to avoiding injury. 

“About the only way I've found to stay 
in shape to fight bulls is to jog," said 
Cory Wall, a bullfiglner with the PRCA.

Fox, TCI negotiate deal to create national sports network

NEW:YORK t Gunning for ESPN’s 
niidicncc of sports aficionados, Rupert, 
Murdoch and partner Tele- 
communications Inc. are in ncgoti.itions 
to form a new, national sports network. 

The two hope to challenge the 
entrenched cable sport.s network by 
buying a stake in Cablevksion Systems’ 
sports properties and using that rela- 
tionship to assemble a giant. 
Cablevision owns seven regional sports 
channels, the New York Knicks and 
Rangers, Madison Square Garden and 
the MSG Nenvork, a regional ciible net- 
work. 

Already 50-50 partners in Fox-Liberty 
Nettvorks, Murdoch and TCI’s Liberty 
Media programming arm plan to crcaig 
a broad network offering both games 
and sports news by combining their own 
.regional sports networks with the 
Cablevision assets. 

Tlie partners would bo able to broad- 
cast coast-to-coast, letting them negoti- 


ate for national sports programming 
riglit.s and win IucTati%*c national adver- 
. rising coniracts. 

Talks arc close to completion and a 
deal could come as early as Monday, one 
source close to the deal, speaking on 
condition of anonymity, said Friday. The 
purchase, according to published 
reports, would cost 5850 million and 
involve a 40 percent stake in the 
Cablevision properties. 

Tlic new network, which will take the 
name Fo.x Sports Net, would haw broad- 
cast rights to about 40 sports teams and 
would reach about 55 million viewers in 
all major markets. 

if the deal goes through, it would 
' cnhancc’s Murdoch’s already powerful 
presence in spons. Fox in recent years 
acquired ovcr-ihc-air rights to televise 
games in tlic NFL, major.lcague busc- 
bnll and NHL 

Also, Murdoch has made an offer to 
buy tile Los Angeles Dodgers. 

* News of the' discussions comes as 
programmers scramble to get their 


shows on cable systems - and in front of 
viewers - as available channels become 
harder to find.' 

“If you look at an environment of 500 
diannels, the quc.stion is how do you get 
people interested and get them to pay 
for all those channels?’.’ said Dennis 
McAipine, a media and entertainment 
analyst at the brokerage firm 
Josephth.il, Lyon & Ross. “One of the 
areas they’re definitely interested in is 
sports." 

Fox and TCI, though their joint ven- 
ture, already own sports channels in 
cities such ns Los Angeles, Atlanta, 
Washington and Dallas. ( 

The new network represents yet 
another .scuffle in the mad scramble for 
media assets. Just last week, 
Cablevision announced it was incrca.sing 
its presence in the New York area by 
buying 10 cable systems from TCI, the 
nation's biggest cable company. The 
deal pays TCI with a 33 percent stake in 
Cablevision. 

Further, the Cablevision sports prop- 


erties themselves were aci|iiired by tiie 
Woodbury, N.Y., cable company tlirougii 
a buyout of partner ITT Corj)., whicli 
was forced to sell them to defend 
against n hostile bid from llilton Hoii-ls. 
That SG50 million deal was completed 
this week. 

Fox and TCI outbid ESFN parent 
Walt Disney Co. for Cahlevisioii’s prop- 
erties, some published reports said. 
News Corp., the parent of Fox. 
Cablevision and TCI all declined to com- 
ment on the deal. 

The big question for TCI .ind Fox is 
how well a new sports cable network 
can compete with ESFN. Right away, 
the fare will be a bit different, with Fox 
and TCI building on their existing 
schedule.s of local .and regional games.

It seems like Fm taking a hit (on 
my reputation) every other month. But Fm a 
strong guy with a strong mind and a strong tvill 
and I think I can bounce back.” 

Camby has made headlines for all the tvrong 
reasons in recent months. 

First, it was over gifts from an agent during 
his college years. Then it tvas the marijuana 
charge, coupled \vith a driving violation. 


Camby declined to discuss 
(hb marijuana charge at a 
packed news conference. But 
he did provide details of a 
5151,000 donation to his 
alma mater, the University 
of Massachusetts, to cover 
another transgression. 

Tlic school was stripped of 
its 1996 NCAA Final Four 
record and its tournament 
revenue of $151,000 aftdr it 
was revealed that Camby 
and his friends accepted money and pfis from 
agent Wesley Spears uying to woo rollcgc bas- 
ketball’s player of the year. 

Camby donated 575, ()00 to the sch'ool’s educa- 
tion depnnincnt Friday whicli will be designat- 
ed for minority scholoi^iips. He also said he 
be donating 576,000 to (lie health services divi- 
sion on or before Aug. 29, 

Camby majored in education and the health 


services division helped nurse himiback to health 
after he fainted on the court in January 1996. 

“1 wanted to turn something negative into 
somcdiing positive,” Camby said. 

He Slid dierc was no dcUbiaaie stub of tltc ath- 
letic department. Reports aiggcstcd that he was 
angry with the athletic department because he 
thought he was blamed unfaiiiy for the scandal. 

“It was nothing like that,” Camby said. 
■Tlicre’s no beef between me and the athletic 
deporunent. It’s something that I diii^ would be 
best for everyone.” 

Camby, a rookie with the Raptors this season, 
said it’s been hard for him to understand what 
being a star means. 

“I know now a lot of eyes arc going to be look- 
ing at Marcus Camby as soon as I step off the 
bn.skcil>all court and I have to moke Ixtier use 
of my time and understand tliat Fm going to be 
in the spoili^it even when Fm not on the court,” 
he said. “It’s somctliing for me to grow into, Fm 
only 23 years old."

WIMBLEDON. England (AP) - 
Remember when Pete Sampras and 
Andre Agassi used to slug it out in 
Grand Slam finals? Remember tlio 
Nike commercials where they 
dueled on a makcslilft coun in die 
streets of San Fnincwco? 

Two years ago, Sampra.s vs. 
- Agassi was hyped as tl)c best thing 
in tennis since the days of Borg vs. 
McEnroe and McEnroe vs. Connors. 

But what was supposed to be 
THE rival^ of Uie ’90s died quick- 
ly. And witi) it, so has much of die 
interest in die game. 

What happened? Basicnlly 
Sampras held up his end of the 
deal, Agassi didn't. 

Sampras is still tl)e world’s top- 
ranked player and he hcad.s into 
Wimbledon next week as the 
favorite to win his fourth title in 
five years. 

“WTien I played Andre quite a 
bit a couple of years ago, he made 
me a better player," Sampra.s said. 

Agassi, mcanwtiile, hasn’t won a 
Grand Slam tide in 2 1/2 years and 
has plummeted to No. 29 in the 
ATP Tour rankings. On Friday, he 
pulled out of Wimbledon, citing a 
recurting wrist injury. 

At a time when icnni.'i is hurting 
from a shortage of superstars, 
Sampras says he misses seeing 
Agos-si across die net. 

“One thing tennis needs now is a 
rivalry,” he said. “You don’t have a 
rivalry now that can sell the game. 
Andre ond I had it a couple of years 
ago and diat helped the game.” 

Agassi has played only 12 match- 
es this year, winning six and losing 
sue. Since reaching the .semifinals 
at San Jose in February, he has lost 
five of his lost seven matches. 

Agassi hasn’t played since lo.sing 
to Magnus Norman in die second 
round of the Atlanta clay court 
tournament in April. He reported- 
ly injured his right wrist at Adanta, 
but there is also speculation that 
he has lost interest in the game -

“I liaven't ttilked to Andru in quite 
a while,” Sampras said.

Wimbledon in 1992, but much 
more was e.xpecied from a player 
widi his talent.

Sampras said. "Ho is one of the 
more popular players and he 
brings a lot of attention to the 
game. /\nd the game definitely 
needs him."

Billy King,

believes Radja will make a full 
recovery from the knee injury. 

‘Tve been informed that it’s 
luitiiing structurally chat will 
blow up on him to where lie can't 
play," King .said. 

Radja was the Celtics second- 
leading scorer (14 points per 
game) and rcbounder (8.4 per 
game) when lie was sidelined 
with a sore left knee, which had 
bothered him since the start of 
the .season. 

In 1995-96, lie was off to his 
best NBA season, averaging 19.7 
points, 9.8 rebounds and 37.4 
miiuiies per game, when an 
ankle injury ended liis season 
after S3 games.

Rcbccca Lobo says the naysay- 
ers should cake a look before 
deciding the WNBA isn’t worthy 
of watching. 

“People can say whatever they 
want at this point, but they 
should turn on 
the game and 
make their judg- 
ments,” the 
Olympit gold 
medalist said as 
the New York 
Liberty prepared 
to meet the Los 
Angeles Sparks 
Saturday in the 
inaugural game of the women’s 
league. 

The 6-foot-4 Lobo is listed as 
center-forward for the Liberty, 
but in this case she is acting as a 
point guard, hoping her words 
and play wilt help the NBA- 
backed league earn some early 
credibility. 

“It's a great matchup,” said 
Lobo, whose team plays one of 
four games scheduled on the first 
weekend. "The big buildup is 
Rebecca vs. Lisa.” 

That would be Lisa Leslie, the 
6-5 center of the Sparks, an 
Olympic teammate of Lobo and a 
(nodcl. Leslie is using her notori- 
ety to sell the league. 

“Don’t forget to come out to 
our games,” she said while sign- 
ing autographs at a recent 
Lakers’ game. “Come out and 
support us.” 

Should they do so for the open- 
er - a crowd of 7,500 is expected 
at the Forum - what they are 
likely to sec is a contrast in styles. 
Lobo has worked to become more 
physical. Despite her size, Leslie 
has point-guard quickness.

Magazines also will feel 
impact of settlement

NEW YORK — Joe Camel and the 
Marlboro Man wU be out of work under 
the tobacco settlement, while billboard 
ot\7iers, auto racing and some magazine 
publishers t\iil have to scramble for new 
advertisers. 

Advertising agencies with tobacco 
accounts will be under pressure to devel- 
op alternate' approaches for promoting 
cigarette sales. 

They did it before, however, after leg- 
islation forced tobacco advertising off 
television and radio in the early 1970s at 
a time when the industry was spending 
nvo-thirds of its ad budget in the broad- 
cast media. 

“They’ve become very good at legally 
permissible ways of communicating with 
their customers,'' said Martin Feldman, 
who foUows the tobacco industry for the 
investment firm Smith Barney. 

The tobacco industry and .smoking crit- 
ics annoimccd a multibillion-dollar legal 
settlement Friday that would sharply 
limit tobacco advertising. 

Tobacco companies spent an estimated 
S490 million on advertising last year, 
with 65 percent going into magazines, 32 
percent to billboards and the rest in 
newspapers, according to Competitive 
Media Reporting. 

That represents less than 1 percent of 
the S175 billion spent on advertising in 
tlic United States last year. 

Tobacco makers spent an additional 
S195 million on sponsoring spons such as 
auto and boat racing, according to the 
newsletter lEG Sponsorship Report.

Stocks finish at 
record high, drop 
2/3 of early gains

NEW YORK — Major stock indexes 
managed to end in record territory on 
Friday, but only after the Dow Jones 
industrial average cut its early gains by 
two-thirds late in the session. 

A settlement late in the day in the 
tobacco industry negotiations sunt shares 
of Philip Morris tumbling, cutting deeply 
into the Dow Jones gain.s. 

The market was .also driven by portfo- 
lio adjustments related to a deadline for 
trading futures and options contracts. 

The Dow ended up VJ.4^ points at a 
record 7,796.51, after giving up a 57- 
point gain earlier in the day. Pliilip 
Morris closed at -15 1/2, down 2. as tlie 
most aedve issue on the New York Stock 
Exchange- R.J. Reynolds shares fell 7/8 
to 35. 

In a landmark settlement with states, 
the tobacco industry agreed -n pay nut 
5360 billion over 25 years to fund anti- 
smoking campaigns and public health 
efforts, in exchange for sharply limited 
liability on lawsuits. 

Tobacco stocks, which had already 
risen about 10 percent in ilie past week , 
in anticipation of a deal, declined once it 
was finalized. 

Big Board volume wa.s very heavy at 
652.73 million sharei^ up subsianiially 
from 'Iliursday's pace iind boosted by the 
futures and options uxiairaiion. 

.Most broad-market indexes also hit 
record highs, although the broader mar- 
ket underperfonned the hhie-diip sector. 
The Standard Si Poor’s SOO-siock list rose

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Ford recalls 640,000 trucks 
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DETROIT (AP) — Ford Moior 
Co. said Thursday it is recalling 
about 640,000 trucks, mostly 
Explorer spon udliiy vehicles, for 
repair of defects that have caused 
a few minor accidents or injuries. 

About 610,000 1993 and 1994 
Ford Esq)lorers are being recalled 
10 fix the electrical circuit for the 
power mirror control switch. Ford 
said the switch could shon-dreuit 
and overheat in the driver's door. 

The defect has not caused any 
accidents, but has caused one 
minor injury, Ford spokeswoman 
Karen Shaughnessy said. No 
details were available. 

The recall is Ford's largest tliis 
year. Of the 610,000 Explorers, 
about 25,000 arc in Canada, the 
automaker said. 

Ford also said it is recalling: 

» About 27,000 1996 and 1997 
Explorers and 1997 Mercury 
Mouniainem with 5.0-litcr engines.

The Nasdaq composite index 
fell 0.04 to 1,447.10 and the 
American Stock Exchange com- 
posite index declined 5.03 to 
623.27.

Still, stocks benefited from 
.strength in bonds. The yield on 
the 30-year Treasury bond, which 
moves in the opposite direction 
from the price, fell to 6.64 per- 
cent late Friday from 6.67 per- 
cent late Thursday. 

“The outlook (for stocks) issrill 
favorable,” said Eric Miller, chief 
market strategist at Donaldson, 
Lufkin & Jenrette Securities in 
San Francisco. 

“Interest rates have come 
down a little more. If there arc 
any worried about the Fed rais- 
ing rates July 1-2, they are very 
few in number.” 

Stock.s had risen Thursday 
after some economic reports 
showed that inflation may be 
under control. The reports sug- 
ge.sted that the Federal Reserve 
will not need to raise interest 
rates at its upcoming policy meet- 
ing in July. 

The shares of economically 
sensitive stocks led the charge 
higlicr on the Big Board for most 
of the day, as investors bet that 
the Fed would not tighten and 
that the (jeonomy would continue 
to grow moderately at a noninfla- 
tionary pace. 

“Mainly because the percep- 
tion is that the Fed is on hold, it's 
safe again to return to cyclical 
stocks,” said Dan Ascani, presi- 
dent and research director at 
Global Market Strategists Inc. in 
Gainesville, Ga.

Fire helmet sees through smoke 


FORT LAUDERDALE. Fla. 
( AP) — A space-age helmet is giv- 
ing firefighters a dearer dew as 
' they make their way through the 

■ smoky blur of burning buildings. 

The helmet, with tliermal-imag- 
. ing technology used by the mili- 
tarj', has colors to help fircfight-. 
ers see through the smoke and 

■ determine what is hot — white — 
and what is cold — black. 

“Firefighting has changed very 
little in lSO years: Put the wet 
stuff on the red stuff," said city 
' fire Division Chief 
; Steve Mclnerny, 

■ whose department 
bought six of the 
helmets, each at a 
cost of $25,000. 

“It’s almost so 
futuristic it’s hard 
to compare the 
ability we have 
with it,” he said. 

The 10.6-pound 
CaimsIRIS device 
mounts on a stan- 
dard fire helmet. It 
combines heat-sensing gear and 
an electronic display. A heat sen- 
sor on the side of the helmet 
feeds data to a waistband power 
pack and up to the viewer, whose 
eyes are covered by the odd- 
shaped display. 

Looking into the flip-down 
binocular lenses, the wearer can 
see anything that varies from air 
temperature. People give off a 
wliite glow. Cold water looks like 
gray lava, a 2-inch flame on a gas 
stove looks 2 feet tall as its heat 
rises. Chilly air spreads out like 
dirt from a ceiling vent. 

Tlie helmet even lets the user 
see througli the side of a propane 
tank to gauge the level of liquid 
gas inside because it’s cooler 


than the metal. 

After weeks of training, Fort 
Lauderdale firefighters took the 
helmets out for the first time in 
December and ended up using 
them three times that day: in a 
fire at a family home, an auto 
body shop where workers smelled 
smoke, and a shed fire threaten- 
ing to spread to a garage. 

At the house, firefi^ters were 
blinded by the smoke. The helmet 
wearer entered and quickly deter- 
mined that no one was home.' 

At the shed, 
firefighters 
were ready to 
break into the 
garage to hunt 
for flames. But, 
standing 20 feet 
away from the 
building using 
the helmet, tliey 
determined 
there wasn’t a 
threat. 

The helmets 
arc made by 
Clifton, N.J, -based CaimsIRIS, a 
joint venture between Cairns k 
Brother Inc., a private company 
making fire helmets since lB3G,and 
GEC-Marconi Avionics Inc., which 
applied the military technology'. 

The helmets went on sale in 
1995, and 155 units have been 
bought by 100 departments. 

Departments accustomed to 
spending 5300,000 to $500,000 on 
a single fire truck tend to have 
big equipment budgets, but the 
lielmet purchases can be costly if 
a department wants to place one 
helmet on each engine. 

Still, CaimsIRIS said that more 
than 300 fire departments 
around the country arc looking 
into buying the .system.

WASHINGTON - Some ques- 
tions and answer.s about the 
tobacco settlement announced 
' Friday. 

Q. IVliat's going to happen? 

A. If the plan is approved, the 
tobacco industry will pay $3C8 
billion over the next 25 yeans for 
public health caiisc.s, anii-.smnk- 
ing campaigns and conlpensiition 
for victim.s of smoking-related 
, diseases. 

' Cigarette vending mtidiines 
will be banned, and all tobacco 
products will be kept behind 
counters in stores. There will be 
no cigarette billboards, no signs 
in stadiums, no sponsorship of 
.sporting events, no Joe Camel 
or other logo.s on caps or T- 
shirts, no advertising on the 
Internee. { 

Warning labels on dgarccic 
packages will bc-bigger, dis- 
played on tlic front, nnd more 
specific, such ns "WARNING: 
Smoking Can Kill You." 

The tobacco industry will pay 
:io enforce federal rules and for 
'dnti-smoking ndvertisemcncs. 
People who wanted to quit smok- 
ing could get money for help. 


Down the road, cigarettes 
should be safer and less addic- 
tive. 

Q. Can people still sue for 
hcaltli damages from smoking? 

A. Yes. Class-action suits liy 
groups of people would be elimi- 
nated. But people can stiU sue as 
individuals. The agreement puis 
no limits on awards for compen- 
sator' damages — but ho!d.s what 
the industry would have to pay 
any one year to $5 billion. Tlie 
agreement docs not iiave any 
effect on existing private law- 
suits. 

Q. Why would the different 
sides agree to tills? 

A. Public health advocates see 
the settlement as a quick way to 
scan reducing smoking by young 
people without having to repeat- 
edly figlit the industry in court, 
'llte attorneys general would get 
reimbursement for Medicaid 
health costs without having to 
win their legal cases— and victo- 
ry is not guaranteed. 'Iliu tobacco 
industry, faced by unprcccdcmed 
court challenges, gees protection 
from judgments that could soar 
well above the $5 billion-a-year, 
cap in the agreement. 

Q. Do those parties have (he 


power to agree to all these 
lhing.s? 

A. There's never been a situa- 
tion exactly like thi.s and 
Congress still can .stop it. But 
Congress has approved .similar 
tradeoffs in the past. Co;d compa- 
nies, for e.samplc, are required 
by federal law to pay into a fund 
that compensates miners with 
hlack-hmg disease. In the 1980s, 
20 a.sbc.stos comiKuiics and some 
plaintiffs worked out a S1.3 bil- 
lion deal t<» settle already filed 
ami future claims. Tlie Supreme 
Court is considering whether to 
approve the c.nsc — a decision 
that could affect prospects for the 
tobacc<» deal. 

The TVJiitc House hasn’t taken 
a inisirion yet on the tobacco .set- 
tiumcm. 

Q. Will (his drive (he tobacco 
companies oat of biisincs-s? 

A. Not likely. The companies 
are very profit.nblc, and getting 
rid of the legal chalicngc.s will 
increase (he s-aliie of their stock. 
There are no reMriaions on sales 
abroad, where the industry is 
increasingly concentrating its 
sales. And the companies can 
ahvays rai.se their prices. 

Q..Will it work? 


A. If advertising is as powerful 
as many people tliink, curbs on 
ads — plus an ami-smoking cam- 
paign, and price increases — 
should have some effect on y^Jtmg 
people, although they are notori- 
ously rebellious on such things. 
Some safeguards are built in: The 
industry would be penalized if 
use of tobacco by young people 
doesn’t drop by about 60 iK-rcem 
in 10 years. 

.Mcamvhile, the Food and Drug 
Administration .says, 50 million 
Americans — almut a <juaner of 
all adults — continue to smoke, 
and 3,000 young people start 
everyday. 

Q. TVhat’s next? 

A. Congress wtmld have to pass 
legislation — and President 
Clinton would have to sign it — 
before any deal, could take effect. 
Those arcn’fsmall hurdles. But 
even If they approve the agree- 
ment. one public health advocate 
has already said he intends to sue 
to stop any law and others are 
likely to do the same for different 
reasons. Individual suits against 
the industry will continue, and 
victory or defeat in various courts 
could influence enthusiasm for 
the deal.

The settlement bans cartoon characters or 
■ human figures from tobacco ads. 'niat means 
the end of the iiip cartoon camel that R.J. 
Reynolds used to reinvigorate its Camel 
brand and the macho cowboy wiio iiclpcd 
make Philip Morri.s’ Marlboro the top-selling 
cigarette. 

• It also presumably would end the party for 
the seemingly endless stream of lean models 
. with Reaming smiles who populate ads for 
brands like Newport, Doral and Parliament. 

Tobacco advertising on bi!lboard.s would be 
banned under the settlement. 

The billboard industry trade group 'said 
tobacco advertising accounted for about 10 
percent of its total ad revenue last year, dotvn 
from 39 percent in 1979. 

Kippy Burns, a spokeswoman for the 


Outdoor Advertising Ass<Kiation of America, 
said the industry lias tried to diversify its base 
of advertisers. 

Travel and tourism lias supplanted tobacco 
as the biggest outdoor advertiser. 
Technological improvements assuring (hat 
ads arc uniform from sign to sign have encour- 
aged fashion advertisers and others to 
become big billboard users. 

I1ie settlement makes it less appe.iUng for 
tobacco makers to advertise in magazines 
reaching large numbers of readers too young 
to smoke. It says tobacco ads in such maga- 
zines may only contain te.xt in black and 
white. Color ads would be permitted to cumin- 
.uc in other magazines, 

It’s unclear whether tobacco advertisers 
vvill want to continue advenising in magazines 
with young readers under such conditions. 


Tobacco advertising in magazines account- 
ed for 2.8 percent of total magazine ad rev- 
enue Inst year, the Magazine Publishers of 
America .said. Tliat is down from 6.5 percent 
in 1990. 

'ITie settlement also bans tobacco brand 
sponsorship of sports. Tobaccco companies, 
who once backed the women’s tennis circuit, 
have lately concentrated on motor spoils like 
auto racing's Winston Cup circuit. 

"This will certainly have an impact but not 
anywhere near a death blow,” said Jim 
Andrews, vice president at lEG Sponsorship. 
Report. 

He said tobacco companies provide about 
20 percent of the total sponsorship money for 
motor sports. Bui he said motor sports arc 
very' popular and should haven't much trouble 
finding otiicr sponsors. 


Investors may see 
stars, but they shed 
only so much light

In a society where consumers 
arc inundated with choice and 
strapped for time, star nitings have 
become an almost irresistible deci- 
sion-making tool. 

Whether picking a movie, a 
restaurant or a mutual fund, 
Americans want instantly 
digestible information. 

The problem, of course, is that 
these tidbits are just that; nuggets 
that only begin to tell tlie wiiole 
story. 

A star rating on a muiiial fund 
“is a useful data point, but given 
the importance of your savings, 1 
wouldn't Wiuit to say it’s enougli." 

litis from Russel Kinncl, equity 
fund editor for Morningsiar 
Mutual Funds, the Chicago-based 
analysis sen-ice iJjat i.ssucs closely 
followed star ratings on 1,700 
mutual funds. 

“People tend to got carried 
away," be said, adding that "bro- 
kers love to pitch star ratings — it 
just makes their pitcii easier.” 

He added. “Even professionals 
who have been using our data for 
years don't understand that it's not 
subjecti\-e, that the analysts have 
no say. It's just computers measur- 
ing relative returns and relative 
risk," 

Momingst. 1 T ranks funds on liow 
they have perfonneci relative to 
peers in four fund basic groups: 
domestic stocks, foreign stocks, 
taxable bonds and municipal 
bonds. The best performers in 
each group, compared with one 
another, get five stars, the worst 
receive one. 

To detennine performance, the 
comptiny ueiglts a fund's Iixid-adjast- 
ed total return, or its return minus 
stiles fees, agiinst Ils ri.sk level. 

The total retiini is a weighted 
average of a fund’s return over 
three. fi\-e and 10 years. ‘llte aver- 
age is weighted toward the most 
recent period. 

Risk, or downside voI.itiliiy, it then 
subtracted from the total relurn. 
Risk i-s determined by tlie length of 
lime iuid Ijy how mudi a fimd luider- 
perfornied against U.S. Treasury 
i>ilLs "liicli are IxuactUly ri.sk-fa-e. 

Momingstar, of course, is not the 
only company to rate funds. New 
York-based Value Line Mutual 
Fund Sun-ey, for example, rates 
about 1,500 fijids, broken into two 
universes: eciiiities and Ixinds. 

Funds .ire rated from 1 to 5; 1 is 
the best. The rating is based on a 
fund's three-year risk-adjusted 
return nnd growth persistence, 
according to researcii manager 
Maniiew Mueldbauer 

And Upper Analytical Services 
Inc. of Summit, N.J., does not rate 
funds, but does nmk them accord- 
ing to iiow their returns compare 
with those of their peers. 

These ratings and rankings arc 
only a tiny part of tiie data and 
luudyses the companies market in 
printed materials and computer- 
ized products, but they draw a 
great deal of attention. 

.'Vnd Miidilhauer, like Kinnel at 
Morningstar, lias some reserva- 
tions about rating funds: “Broad 
rankings are nut that meaningful. 
We have them, but gnidgingly so.” 

Still, he noted, “tiierc is demand 
for it by investors, and mutual 
fund companies gobble it up — it’s 
a wonderful marketing opportuni- 
ty for them." 

Tlie key for the avenige int-estor, 
experts s.iy, is to understJUid wliat 
the nitings do — tmd do not — rep- 
resent, and to use diem strictly as a 
starting iiuint, a first an. 

The most salient point, they 
stress, is (hat nitings are based on 
history, and their usefulness for 
future performance is tiie subject 
of considerable debate.

Moraingstar’s stars “really rep- 
resent what liajijiened in the past, 
and as a predictor going fonvard, 
they .ire of verj- bmiied use,” Siiid 
Fatrick Hogan, he.id of managed- 
products research for St, Louis- 
based brokerage A.G. Edwards k 
Sons Inc. 

Said James R. I’latania, a Mount 
Prospect. III. financial planner: 
"Funds with tlie liighest ratings 
typically get them due to perfor- 
mance, and in many cases, since 
markets go in cycles, you may be 
cliasing die last cj-cle. You may lie 
getting in at die top." 

Morningstar bemoans tbe fact 
tJiat some investors use cluuige.s in 
star ratings ns signaLs to buy or sell 
sluvcs. 

"In fact, we've always been 
St, lunch advocacc.s of n buy-and- 
hold approach for most invosiors," 
senior analyst Liuira Lillos wrote 
in a recent commentnrj-. 

Still, she contends dial “by die 
suutdards of what it sets out to do 
— separating the long-term win- 
ners from die losers — the rating is 
actually quite successful," 

She noted that -19 percent of 
diversified domestic stock funds 
with four or five stars jis of March 
1987 still iiad four or five stars K) 
years later. Only 20 percent of 
those funds had dropped dinm to 
one or two stars. Bond funds, pre- 
dictably, had even hifdter levels of 
consisiencj'. 

Fund ratings are calculated 
within broad luiiverses, which has 
been criticized as appics-to- 
oranges scoring. 

To address this, Morningstar 
made two changes late last year: It 
separated domestic and interna- 
tional Slock funds into .separnie 
pools, and it Inunciied a second .sys- 
tem in wiiich Morning.star deter- 
mines funds’ investment style and 
ranks them within -14 smaller 
groupings, 

These were “steps in the tight 
direction," said Lori Luca.s, a vice 
president at Ibboison As.sociaies 
Inc., a Cliicago-hased consultant 
for financial planners, brokers tuid 
imstiiutional investors. 

Still, Lucas and other advisers 
suggest (hat investors look beyond 
ratings when researching choices, 
“Look at whetlicr the peojile 
responsible for a fund’s perfor- 
mance are still in place,” .she said. 
"If a manager has left or there is 
.in objective change in tlie struc- 
ture of the fund, I'd discount what 
the rating is telling me lx.-cause it’s 
a different fund now," 

As well, Platania recommends 
ItKiking at a fund's qu.irteMo-<iuar- 
tcr performance to get an idea of 
volatility: “L/Mik at the worst tpiar- 
ters a mutual fund has had, its 
worst years, and it will show you 
the volatility." 

Hogan, of .-\.G. Edwards, suggests 
looking for consistent performance. 
"If a fund is lieating its jK-er group 
at least 50 percent of the lime, 
tiiat’s a good place to start.” 

Said Muelilhauer: "Investors 
should check a mutual fund 
against its peers on return, risk 
and expenses, wiiich can eat up 
returns. If two funds are almost 
identical, you’d want to go with die 
lower exiiense ratio.”

“You led Ihc wrong major," of- 
fered East. “With a heart lead, we 
get two hearts and three dubs for 
one down." 

“Your analysis is on a par with 
your defense," replied West. 
“With a heart lead, he gets two 
heart tricks and seven top tricks 
in spades and diamonds. Dcsidcs, 
how can wc score three club 
tricks with two each?" 

South took Wust’s spade 10 
with his king and led a club to- 
ward dummy. West look his 
queen and led n second spade to 
South's queen. Another club to- 
ward dummy dropped both the 
acc and king, and South stoic both 
the game and two ovcrtricks. 

There was nothing wrong with 
West's lead; only a neutral spade 
or diamond lead would give the 
defense a chance. It was East who 
muffed his opportunity lo beat the 
game. 

When South led a club toward 
dummy and West played the 
queen. East should have realized 
there was no future in spades, 
Equally fruitless were chances in 
the minors: therefore, only the 
heart suit offered hope. To beat 
the game, East should overtake 
West’s club queen and shift to the 
heart jack. This traps South’s 
queen and South wins only eight 
tricks. 

Was East the only one with 
blame? No. South could have 
made it more difficult for even an 
alert defender. Al trick two, he 
should have crossed to dummy's 
diamond queen to lead a club 
from dummy. This would have 
made it more difficult for East to 
hop up with his king for the killing 
heart shift.
